COURTS RAPED 
IN HANDLING OF 
MOONEY’S CASE 
Labor Leader Suffers 


Injustice Says Wick- 
ersham Law Body 


WASHINGTON — (INS) — The 
manner in which the California 
courts have dealt with the celebrat- 
ed case of Tom Mooney, imprison- 
ed labor leader, is ‘shocking to one’s 
sense of justice,” in the judgment of 
the Wickersham law enforcement 
commission, expressed today in a 
report on ‘criminal procedure.” 

Mooney, with Warren Billings, is 
now serving a life sentence for their 
conviction of haying participated in 
the bormbing of a prepardness day 
parade in San Francisco 1916. 
Many noted jurists and legal auth- 
orities are convinced that there was 
a miscarriage of justice in the case 
and have for years endeavored un- 
successfully to obtain a new trial 
for Monney particularly. The Cali- 
fornia courts have invariably re- 
jected all such efforts. 

Reference Brief 

The reference to the Mooney case 
in the report of the Wickersham 
commission today was comparative- 
ly brief, but it was pointed. 

Buried down in the report dealing 
with criminal procedure was the 
following: 

“Motions for new trials upon the 
ground of after discovered evidence, 
or upon evidence of prejury com- 
mitted by material witnesses on the 
trial discovered after judgment, in 
some jurisdictions have been held 
inadequate to prevent injustice.

His return was the 
opening gun in a battle of “self 
help” by means-of which the Ger- 
man people hope to extricate them- 
selves from the economic plight that 
has aroused the entire world. 

Full Report Made 

Von Hindenburg immediately 
summoned chancellor Heinrich 
Bruening to the presidential palace 
to report in full upon the situation. 
Simultaneously, the board of direc- 
tors of the Reichsbank met extran- 
plight of capital from Germany and 
stave off the bankruptcy threaten- 
ing the Reich. 

The return of President Von Hin- 
denburg had a reassuring effect on

FALLACIES OF THE T. B. TEST 


‘. Thus eight different veterinarians, 

four connected with the United 
States Bureau of Animal a oa 
try, together with an accom - 
ed public health official, the Feder- 
al laboratory at Washington, and 
the great private laboratory at Kan- 
sas City, united to free Senator 
Glass’s animals, of the taint which 
an obstinate bureau official and his 
complaisant board sought to at- 
tach to them. 

The attitude of Senator Glass‘ 
may be summed up in his recom- 
mendation that “the ‘system’ 
should be reformed or abolished” in 
order to eliminate the “enormous 
dosses of stockmen and dairymen— 
the whole system of which is bas- 
ed on theory and supposition.” 

A legal expert: on the tuberculin 
test laws advises the farmers to 
continue their demand for legis- 
lative action in order to secure re- 
lief from the present “farcical, 
fraudulent, destructive tuberculin 
test.” Such action is advocated in 
preference to court action or in 
conjunction with it instead of rely- 
ing solely upon court action. 

A more general education on the 
subject is also urged and the care- 
ful study of informative literature 
by every farmer, dairyman and 
cattle owners affected by the. test 
so as to off-set the nS 
organized medicine. Among t 
literature is a document of the ut- 
most importance; namely, the -of- 
ficial report of the joint committee 
on the tuberculin test of the Illi- 
nois legislature. 

In conformity with the findings 
of this committee, the Illinois leg- 
islature passel an “act prohibiting 
the test in Illinois.” However, due 
to organized effort by the medical 
powers and the suppression of the 
report, an account of which has 
been given previously in this ser- 
ies of articles, the law prohibiting 
the test was repealed, but the re-, 
port itself is most elightening. It 
is official—and because of the very 
few official investigations which 
have ever been conducted, the im- 
portance of the findings as given 
in this document cannot be over- 
estimated. 

There is still considerable mys- 
tery as to what happened to the 
11,000 copies printed by the com- 
mittee. They “disappeared,” but 
the original document was rescued 
by the American Medical Liberty 
League of Chicago and reprinted. 
A copy may be secured from them 
at little more than cost of postage. 
-A great deal of credit is due this 
‘organization. for rescuing this im- 
‘portant official document from ob- 
‘livion, and for the determined fight 
“which has been made in the inter- 


est of the farmers and all cattle 
owners. ‘ 

In a recent issue of the official 
press organ of this organization, 
the Avalagche, some interesting 
facts concerning the history of this 
report are ,published, and also the 
attitude of organized’ medicine 
which is behind the tuberculin test, 
seeking to enforce ii in spite of the 
justifiable opposition of the cattle 
owners, and regardless of their con- 
stitutional rights which are ignored 
by state medicine.

“So we can "sympathize with the 
Illinois Farmer Union cattle, owners 
who, one of them writes us, have 
sent petitions to their legislature 
demanding the abolition of the 
State Agriculture Department. The 
grounds are that the department is 
depriving the farmers of their con- 
stitutional rights and making slaves 
of them, 

“The pefition further charges 
that the state testers go out with 
criminal intent to deceive the herd 
owners, and plot to conceal the 
truth and make false reports. 

“A* resolution addressed to the 
legislature asks also for a reprint 
to the number of 10,000 copies of 
the 1911 report of the-Illinois com- 
‘mission on the tuberculin test, and 
their distribution. 

“This is the official report which 
somebody destroyed, and our league 
found so important that we re- 
printed it at our own expense— 
with a preface explaining why. 

“The original report minus our 
preface (as an, official reprint 
would. have to be) would be de- 
prived of all its puncH, and with- 
out our index of much of its value. 
But it is a good thing to make the 
demand. Judge Shurtleff told the 
legislature several sessions back it 
eught to reprint the resport. Hun- 
dreds of northern Illinois farmers 
ruied the house gallery at the time, 
but they did not see and seize the 
opportunity and add their voice 
and hang on until the lawmakers 
pledged themselves to act.

“THE COLON” 

The colon, or large intestine, is, 
properly speaking, and excreary or- 
gan and yet it performs important 
functions as one of the digestive or- 
gans. It is much shorter than the 
small intestine, its length being 
about five feet; it is also-much larg- 
er, its diameter when distended be- 
ing about two and one half inches. 
Like the small intéstine, it is com- 
posed of three parts with no very 
distinct line of separation between 
them. These three parts are the 
caecum, which forms the dilated’be- 
ginning of the intestiné; the colon 
which is the longest of the three 
parts, and rectum, which may be 
regarded as the terminal segment 
of the alimentary canal. The parts 
of the colon are also spoken of as 
the caecum, ascending portion, 
transverse portion, and decending 
portion; this latter part including 
the sigmoid fiexture and the anal 
opening or rectum. Also some 
authors state that the colon is about 
nine feet long. 

Attached to, and opening on_the 
inner and posterior wall of the Cae- 


cum is a slender, hollow prolonga- | 


tion, about the size of a goose quill 
and from three to six inches in 





give off poisons and acids which are 
absorbed into the circulation and 
are then carried to all parts of the 
body. 

The walls of the colon become 
coated with a catarrhal mucus 
similar to the nose and throat when 
one has the flu, pneumonia, bron- 
chitis and so on. A more ‘serious 
condition is produced in the colon 
however due to the fact that the 
residue of our foods becomes ad- 
hered to the sticky walls, there it 
putrifies and ferments with a seri- 
ous menace towards ones health. A 
case was witnessed at the Baker 
hospital recently in which a patient 
was being treated for colitis, or in- 
flamation of the colon. Part of the 
treatment consisted of what is 
known as a “colonic irrigation.” 
During the irrigation, quantities of 
mucus and dead tissues could be 
seen passing away from the patient.

The Power of Mind Over Body 


By NORMAN BAKER 








In reading fiction the average 
person is not inclined to exert 
much concentration because stor- 
ies, usually, are easy to follow. If 
one gets “the general run of the 
story” he can follow it and under- 
stand it in a general way without 
@ great amount of concentration, 
but with articles that contain a 
mass of varied and concrete facts, 
it is different; considerable concen- 
tration is needed in order to get the 
general meaning of\ the story and 
impress the facts on the memory. 
Such articles afford the best kind 
of material upon which to prac- 
tice concentration. The tendency 
of the mind without training is to 
either forget such things as con- 
crete facts and ‘dates, or else re- 
member these and forget the mean- 
ing of the article. When the stu- 
dent can so concentrate on his 
reading that he will readily retain 
both the meaning and the concrete 
facts connected with an article, he 
may then know he is making real 
progress in concentration. 

One way to develop the power to 
concentrate is to hold in the mind 
the image of some person, pet or 
object that is not only familiar, 
but that the student has a particu- 
lar fondness for. This familiarity 
and fondness for the thing which 
the image represents will tend to 
produce a clear picture in the mind. 
Perhaps you have a dog you are 
very familiar with and very fond 
of. Sit quietly when you are alone 
and not likely to be disturbed and 
try to concentrate solely and exclu- 
sively on the image of this pet. 
Close your eyes. One must not be 
diverted from an image by sur- 
rounding objects. Now, devote 
yourself exclusively to the image of 
the dog. Try not to see anything 
else usually associated with the 
dog. Just see his features clearly 
and vividly—now the tip of his 
nose, the nostrils, the mouth, the 
eyes, the outlines of the whole head, 
the ears, the color of the tip of the 
nose, the color of the hair 
on ears and head, the colored spots 
of hair, the shape of such“ spots, 
etc. You will find that many times 
while concentrating in this manner, 


you are seeing the dog; whether on 
the floor, on a chair, sofa, in the 
yard, etc. You will think of things 
the dog has’done. Hundreds of 
thoughts may come to your mind 
that for the instant distract your 
attention from the mental picture 
of the dog. 

This forms a crude illusration, 
perhaps, but brings out the point. 

Another plan is to close your 
eyes and picture one of your ac- 
quaintances mentally. You will be 





you will have thoughts of where A 


surprised at first at the short per- 
iod of time you can really concen- 
trate on the facial features, and af- 
ter repeated daily practicing you 
will be equally surprised at the 
length of time you can concentrate, 
You will find this test a good one, 
not only to demonstrate your ori- 
ginal inability to concentrate, but 
to observe your progress. You will . 
see the face—the nose, eyes, ears, 
mouth and other details—and be- 
tween the concentrations on these 
details will come diverting pictures 
of the person—the fact‘that you 
know him, his clothes, experiences 
you have had with him, etc. By 
constantly practicing on this face, 
the diverting details will come less 
frequently and less strongly. Af- 
ter practicing for a few days to 
many weeks, great progress will be 
realized if you are really confident 
and believe you will succeed and go 
about this daily practice with the 
thought, “I- will” and never think, 
“I wonder if I can,” or “How long 
will it require.” 

I know of no better subject for a 
test than this mental picture ofva 
person. For an experiment—an 
exceedingly interesting one—try 
concentrating your mind on some 
person in an audience whom you 
know, and of whom you can form 
a correct mental facial picture, and 
“Will” that they turn around and 
look at you. I will describe this 
process to you a little further on. 

Right here let me warn the stu- 
dent that when he speaks of these 
things to others, he may meet with 
ridicule and suffer embarassment 
and some may look upon him as be- 
ing out of mental balance, but do 
not permit their words or actions 
to destroy your confidence and de- 
termination. After you succeed in 
performing some of these mental 
stunts you will find yourself mighty 
lonesome for some one to converse 
with on this subject. Your friends 
will not understand you. They will 
think these things impossible. They 
will not be interested in the sub- 
ject, and you will be forced to go 
on and on in silence for lack of 
some one sufficiently versed on the 
power of mind to converse with
